Officers serving in the field are permitted to dispense with shoulder- 
straps and the prescribed insignia of rank on their horse equipments. 
The marks of rank prescribed to be worn on the shoulder-straps, 
will be worn on the shoulder in place of the strap Officers are also 
permitted to wear overcoats of the same color and shape as those of 
the enlisted men of their command. No ornaments will be reqmr- 
ed on the overcoats, hats or forage caps: nor will sashes or epaulettes 
be required.
